~BRITAIN’S 
CONVOYS 


In the article Taffrail de- 
scribes the Atlantic convoys 
that day after day reach and 
leave Great Britain’s shores 
under the eye of the Royal 
Navy. ‘ 

Gale or calm, fog or clear 
weuther, the Atlantic convoys must 
continue to run /f. Britain is to be 
fed and supplied. Brigaded into 
sizeable ficcts, cach shepherded by 
its attendant watchdogs, approxim- 
ately a thousand merchantmen of 
every type arrive at, or sail from, 
the ports of the United Kingdom 
every seven days. That an aver- 
age of only one ship in every five 
hundred sailing in convoy is: sunk 
by enemy action speaks volumes 
for the efficacy of the system now 
in force. . 

(Not many who 
sit-down- to -their- = 
regular three 
meals a day can 
realise the in- 
tricate organisa- 
tion that Is re- 
quired at the 
Britlsh Admlralty and at the head- 
quarters on shore to sail the con- 
voys regularly out und home In the 
face of the submarine -peril. Fewer 
still understand the immense strain 
und’ responsibility placed upon the 
personnel of the ‘British Merchant 
Navy; upon the Commodores ‘of 
convoys, many of whom are retir- 
ed. Flag OMcers holding. the tem- 
porary rank of Commodore, Royal 
Naval Reserve; and upon the young 
oMcers in command of the Naval 
escorts who shicld and protect the 


convoys within the aren of activity” 


of the U-boats. : 


The Royal Air Forge, with aer 
plancs many tlmes more mobile 
than the fastest ship, co-operate 
most valuably and whole-hearted- 
ly in the oncrous ‘task of trade 
protection. But whereas the con- 
tinuous spell of a single acroplane 


may be measured in hours, that of- 


aship must be counted In days and 
even weeks”. 5 

Some destroyers and escort ves- 
sels, all of them small craft of 1,400 
tons or less, have been continuous- 
ly at sen for thirteen days on end, 
and have been’ running. for as 
many as twenty-five days in a 
month. Since the beginning of the 
war some of them have spent 73% 
of thelr time at sea. Thelr spells 
in harbour, during which they 
must complete with fuel and 
stores, make good running defects, 
and. compete with the masses of 
official returns and correspondence 
with which even the smallest ves- 
sele-of-war are burdened, have 
lasted ‘on occasions no more’ than 
36 or 48 hours. 

AS a general rule the warse-the 
weather the longer the trips, and 
many of the older destroyers uscd 
for escorting the Atlantic convoys 
are supremely wet and uncomfort- 
able in o heavy sea. - 7

Through our dependence upon 
our Merchant Ficet, the enemy has 
all the targets. So during the car- 
ler stages of a maritime war it {9 
perhaps inevitable that escort craft 
should be overworked. Britain 
can never have too many of them. 

But already the Convoy System 
js an outstanding success, os it was 
in 1017-18. Thanks also to Bri- 
fain's striking: forces and antl- 
submarine measures and appli- 
ances, one-half the U-boats that 
Germany possessed at the outbreak 
of hostilities have probably been 
destroyed. They are being sunk 
faster than they can. be built, and 


if there is a recrudescence of their . 


activity during the coming spring 
and summer, when the Increasing 
daylight is all in the favour of an 
Increased number of hunters, their 
losses . will be proportionately 
greater. “s :

Honest Opinion 
Will Bo Safe

aeliberale and systematic advocacy 
of defenatist or anti-war policies with 
intent to weaken the national resolu- 
tion to prosecute the war to a suc- 
cessful conclusion.” .

Telling The Truth 


At this critical moment in the 
world's history it is well to remem- 
ber thot, us a‘nation, we are pledged 
to take the bad with the good. 

Mr. Duff-Cuoper has reiterated 
that the public will, at all times, be 
given the truth with one reservation 
only—that of any, information that 
might prove valuable to the enemy, 
In fact, the policy of the British 
Government in concealing nothing 
that might not assist the enemy has 
prepared the British public for 
whatever might happen. 

Hitler has followed the opposite 
and extremely dangerous line, He 
cannot afford to tell the German 
people the truth except about his 
victories. His losses, which we know 
to have been terrible, he minimises. 
His propaganda has persuaded the 
people that the war was necessary, 
but will they be prepared to stand 
the cost? Mr. Duff-Cooper hinted 
recently that considerable section 
-of-the German “public™ feel" ut 
war was perhaps unnecessary after. 
all, They may not become vocal 
while Hitler is able to show a series 
of  sticcesses, . but) when German 
mothers bein to receive the news of 
their slaughtered sons, will the vice 
tories be counted ay worthwhile? 

Hitler has always fenred the in- 
filtration of the truth into Germany 
more than anything, Every penalty, 
even that of death, has been inflicted 
for iteningg in on foreign brond- 
casts, but it Is learned in authorita» 

quarters. that in spite of all 
precautions and threats, the habit of 
listening: In is growlnye. People, even 
in Nozi Germany, want the truth. 
They want it so badly, that they are 
prepated to risk heavy penalties to 
get it, and German newspapers are 
even commenting on the extent to 
which orders are being disregarded 
in this respect. 

The Freiheits-Korrespondenz, the 
oMcial organ-of the illegal German 
Social-Democratic Party, recently 
published some figures of trials for 
the offence of listening-in.. In one 
day alone, twenty-elght people were 
tried for Jistening in td foreign 
broadcasts in Hamburg. : 

The majority of sentences were 
from three to nine months imprison- 
ment, though several people were 
sentenced to tivo years in prison. In 
Berlin cighty-two trials were held 
during the carly days-in April.

—The 
War Cabinet has approved of the 
Jorge’ scale plan to evacuate the 
children of Britain to the safe refuge 
of the Dominions as outlined In a 
report from the Inter-Departmental 
Committee. 

Details of this were given by Mr.

If arrangements can be made with 
the various Governments, whose 
generous offers are warmly acknow- 
ledged, It is Intended to deal almost 
immediately with 20,000 children. 

Ten thousand children are expected 
to yo to Canada, 5,000 to Australia 
and the remninder will go to New 
Zealund and South Africa. 


Offers From U.S. 

The report states that many offers 
have been receivéd from the United 
States but no scheme has yet been 
devised to send the children there. 

Nesfotiations with the Dominions 
ore now proceeding with the object 
of establishing the machinery both 
here and In the reception areas at 
the earliest possible moment. 

Mr. Geoffrey Shakespeare, Parlia- 
mentary Under-Secretary of the 
Dominions, will be the President of 
the Administrative. Scheme. There 
will be an expert Advisory Council. 

Central organisution will be estab- 
Nshed in the receiving countries. 


School Children Only 

The scheme is at present confined to 
school ehildren who have reached fve 
years of age but who are under 16 
years of age. It is bused on the 
principle that the parents will not 
necompany the children. 

It is also proposed to Include a 
system of nomination in the scheme 
4 mony persons overseas, who might 
be prepared .to receive children of 
friends or atives, might be un- 
prepared to receive children: of 
persons unknown to them. 

It is not Intended that the children 
should be sent to public institutions, 
. The children will be escorted dur- 
ing the voyage, As soon as possible 
after the war, the evacuated children 
will receive u free ‘passage baci. 


Parents To Contribute 

Children travelling under the 
scheme get a free passage but the 
parents are expected to contribute 
lowards the expense, 

No enquiry will be made where 
parents ard prepared to contribute a 
minimum of 6s. a week. They. will 
be asked to pay more if able. 

Parents who can make thelr own 
arrangements to evacuate _ their 
children oversens will be required to 
obtain permission before sending 
them away. 

It ‘is. proposed to Include Allied 
refugee children within the scheme. 

Applications for these children 
should be made by the respective 
Consular authoritles to the Overscas 
Reception Board. . 

War Widows Later 


It is hoped it may be possible later 
on to urrange passages for war 
widows with children, ' 

All children will be. medically 
examined before they depart so os 
to ensure their passing the medical 
examination of the Dominions. 

It is hoped shortly to announce the 
Dominions Government's approval of 
the scheme and that it may be 
possibile to make similar arrange- 
ments with the United States from 
which a number of offers from 
crganisntions and private individuals 
have been recelved to look after 
children during the war.

He raid he waa hoppy to state that 
the Briilsh and Japnnese Government 
had slgned in Tokyo to-day an agree-~ 
ment on certain local questions retat- 
ing to the suppression of terrorist 
acts and the more effective main- 
tenance of law-and order, the clrcu- 
tation of currency In the Conocsston 
and the disposal and custody of the 
silver reserves In the Chinese banks, 

The arrangements covering the 
latter part of the agreement had 
received the consent of the Chinese 
Government, . 


Agreement Welcomed 
Mr, Butler added, “His Majesty's 
Government welcome the conclusion 
of this agreement jin the confidence 
that it will facilitate the removal of 
atleast some disabilities which the 
British and other Third Power 
‘notionals and their trading and ship- 
ping interests have been suffering in 
China. It will also be a manifestu- 
tion of the possibility of solving 
mutunl difficulties between our 
country and Japan by patient nego- 
tiation.” : 

"Details of the Tientsin ‘agreement 
show that the police arranyements 


will provide for the closer co-opern~{ 


tion between the British Munielpal 
administration nnd the local Japanese 
authorities in -cases ‘against persons 
in whose criminal activities the latter 
ure interested. 

“T wish to emphasise, however," 
snid My, Butler in a written state- 
ment, “that in such cases the neces- 
sary action will always be taken by 
the Municipal Police themselves and 
the administrative integrity of the 
Britlkh Concession will be fully 
preserved in the agreement, .

His losses, which we know 
to huve been terrible, he minimises, 
His propaganda has persuaded the 
people that the war was necessary, 
but will they be prepared to stand 
the cost? Mr. Dulf-Cooper hinted 
recently that a considerable sectlon 


war was perhaps: unnecessary after 
all.. They may not become vocal 
while Hitler is uble to show a’ series 
of successes, but when German 
mothers begin to recelve the news of 
their slaughtered sons, will the vic- 
tories be counted ‘as worthwhile?

The majority of sentences were 
from three to nine months imprison- 
ment, though several people were 
sentenced to two years in prison. In 
Berlin cighty-two trials were ,held 
during the early days in April.

While there was an increase in the number of ships using 
the port of Hongkong during 1939, tonnage for. the year showed 
a-decrense, says the annual-report.of the Harbour Master. 


Altogether, 74,017 vessels entered 
and cleared the harbour during lust 
year, as compared with 67,007 In 
1038. These craft included British 
and forelgn-ocenn golng ships, Bri- 
tihh and ‘foreign river steamers, 
steamships under 40 tons, junks 
plying foreign trade, local trade 
steamships over 60 tons, local trade 
steamlaunches und Jocal trade junks, 

The gross.tonnase of all thia tram, 
amounted to 30,817,048 as comparcd 
with 30,962,756. the year previous. 
There was therefore n decrense In 
tonnage of 64,808, and en increase In 
the number of vessels of 7,610, 

British Shipping Decreases 

British ocean-golng shipping show- 
ed a decrense of 332 In numbers ond 
n decrease. of 1,251,971 in tonnage, 
Forelgn ocean-going shipping reveal- 
ed an snerease of 611 vessels and an 
Increase’ in tonnage of 1,215,407. 

The river steamer trade showed o 
net increase of 834 vessels and 62,262 
tons. Foreign, river steamers [n- 
creased during the year by 226 in

An exccutive body, to be called 
“The Children’s Overseas Reception 
Bonrd”, will be immediately _es- 
tnblished with a secretarial staff to 
administer. the scheme In this coun- 


ry. 

The Chalrman of the Board will 
be the Under Secretary, for the 
Dominions, Mr. Geoffrey Shakespeare. 
He will answer all questions jn 
Parliament, in connection with. the 
operation of: the scheme. 

He will be assisted by an Advisory 
Council composed of persons of ex~- 
perience in the probiems Involved. 

Lord Snell will act as Chairman 
of the Advisory Council. The 
Parliamentary Sceretarics for Scot- 
land, the Board of Education, the 
Ministry of Health and the Ministry 
of Pensions have also agreed to serve 
on the Advisory Council. 

Utmost Urgency ‘ 

Mr. Attlee sald that the British 
Government was deeply grateful for 
the generous offers received from the 
Dominions and clsewhere to main- 
tain nnd educate the children during 
the period of the war. 

The Government considered the 
establishment, of the necessary 
machinery for the operation of the 
scheme to be & matter of the utmost 
urgency. e 

Preliminary discussions have al- 
ready taken place with representa- 
tives of the Government's DomI{nions 
and “we have every confidence in 
the consent of those Governments 
find -thelr-complete co-operation will 
be forthcoming at an carly date.” 

Home Evacuation. 

LONDON, June 19 (Reuter).—It ts 
announced that a further. 3,000 
ahildren from cast and south-east 
coast towns will be evacuated next 
week to safer areas in the midlands, 
Monmouthshire and Glimorgan. 

South Africa’s Scheme 

PRETORIA, June 10 (Reuter).— 
The South African Union Govern- 
ment has completed a scheme for the 
accommodation in the Union for 
children -who are to be temporarily 
evacuated from Britain. 

They have also completed a scheme 
for the adoption of orphans {rom 
Allied countries by Union nationals. 

Plan Approved

Mr. Murphy sald Fung was a ‘oll 
on a enrgo junk which, at the time 
of ‘the incident, was lying alongside 
the Wo Shing wharf at Yaumati 
Typhoon Shelter, and Chong ‘was 
presumably a thief. . 


_About, 2.45 a.m. on April_ 6, the 
mistres#’ of the junk’ saw Chong at 
the stern. She gave the alarm 
whereupon Fung ran out of his 
quarters to the stern and enught hold 
of Chong, who was subsequently 
taken on to the wharf. Crics of 
“chase him,-beat him” were heard 
and Fung was seen striking Chong 
several times on the chest with his 
fist. Meanwhile a large crowd had 
gathered, and one or two of them 
were also secn hitting Chong. 


Tarred, Dumped In Water 


With Chong lying on the ground, 
Fung next got hold of n piece of 
wire with which he. continued the 
benting. On being told the man 
might be killed if he persisted, Fung 
then went to his boat and returned 
with a bucket. of tar which he 
smeared over Chong’s chest and 
forchead. He then bound Chong’s 
hands behind his back with some 
rattan, Inserted a bamboo pole be- 
tween his arm-pits and, with the 
assistance of another man, carried 
him to a piece of ground, where he 
dumped Chong in a pool of water. © 

Shortly afterwards, Chong was 
found by a District Watchman who 
had him removed to the Kowloon 
Hospital where he died. several hours 
later. The cause of death was mul- 
tiple fractured ribs and rupture of 
the llver and spleen. 


Leniency Recommendation 


Fung’s defence was that while 
admitted smearing tar on Chong, 
did not take part In the ussault. 

After delibernting for 15 minutes 
the Jury returned a unanimous 
verdict of guilty, coupled with a re~ 
commendation for leniency, saying 
that they did not consider Fung was 
solely responsible. - 


Sentencing Fung to two years’ 
hard ‘labour, His Lordship told Fung 
that while he took the Jury’s recom- 
mendation into consideration he must 
emphasise..that -he would not have} 
people like him taking the law in 
their own hands in a British Colony.
